Energy Bill Nears Final Action 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A wide­ 
ranging energy bill that would tem ­ 
porarily reduce fuel prices is before 
the Senate for final congressional 
action, but faces an uncertain fate at 
the hands of President Ford. 


The House passed the bill 236 to 160 
on Monday night. I^egal authority for 
maintaining oil price controls expired 
less than three hours later, at mid­ 
night, before the Senate had time to 
act. 


But with the legislation in its final 
stages, oil companies were not ex­ 
pected to take advantage of the op­ 
portunity to raise prices. 
Before passing the m easure, 
a 
modified version of a SenateHouse 
compromise, the House beat back an 
effort to ease 
its price 
rollback 
provisions. It did so in the face of a 
warning from Republican Leader John 
J. Rhodes of Arizona that, while Ford’s 
decision whether to veto the bill is 


uncertain, adoption of the amendment 
to roll back prices a lesser amount 
would make it more acceptable to the 
President. 
The bill would roll back the average 
price of domestic oil from the present 
$10.75 a barrel average to $7.66. 
However, it would allow the price to 
rise by a much as IO per cent a year 
over the next 40 months and would give 
Ford some flexibility in permitting 
other increases. 
The immediate effect would be an 
estim ated 2.5 cent per gallon price 
reduction for gasoline and heating oil.

PARIS (AP) — The 27-nation con­ 
ference on international cooperation 
opened today with a warning from 
F ren ch P resid en t V alery G iscard 
d’Estaing that the “muted possibility 
of confrontation and selfish n ess’’ 
overshadowed the meeting.

derestim ate the difficulty" of the 
ambitious conference whose work in 
commissions is expected to go on for at 
least a year, Giscard d’Estaing said. 
Third World delegates told newsmen 
they were waiting to see whether U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
would warn them not to gang up 
against the United States as earlier 
reports of his intentions had suggested. 
The over-all goal of the conference is 
to kick off on realigning the economic 
balance of the world, now weighted in 
favor of the rich nations. 
The foreign m inisters representing 
eight industrialized states and 19 oil 
producing and developing countries 
are expected to approve the formation 
of four commissions dealing 
with 
energy, raw m aterials, development 
and financial m atters. 
The United States and Saudi Arabia 
are expected to be named cochairmen 
of the allim p o rtan t energy com ­ 
mission. Kissinger is campaigning to 
have the oil-rich sector of the Third 
World contribute more to the economic 
assistance of their poor relations. 
Giscard d’Estaing, referring to the 
scope of the conference and troubled 
year-old efforts to bring it together, 
said “ it is without precedent because 
all economic problems are going to be 
examined together on a world scale."

Auto analysts said strong sales 
improvements since the model year 
began made industry officials con­ 
fident they could make the new price 
increases without renewing the in­ 
dustry’s two-year slump. 
“They wanted a price increase 
ea rlier and thought the m arket 
couldn’t to lera te it," said Arvid 
Jouppi, 
an 
independent 
D etroit 
analyst. “ And now they feel the 
m arket can bear it better than at the 
beginning of the model year." 
Ford Motor Co.’s average $97 price 
hike. announced Monday, will be ef­ 
fective Jan. 5. Ford said the increase 
was needed because of unrecovered 
cost increases, sagging profits and 
government-mandated safety and fuel- 
economy improvements. 
Chrysler Corp. also said on Monday 
it would raise prices as much as $60.95 
on just a few of its cars to cover the 
cost of new governm ent-required 
braking systems. The increase, ef­ 
fective Dec. 22, will average $3 when 
spread over the firm 's entire model 
line. 
In September, Ford raised combined 
base and option prices an average 4.7 
per cent, or $247, while Chrysler in­ 
creased prices 3.4 per cent, or $178. 
A spokesman for General Motors 
Corp. said the company had no plans to 
raise passenger car prices because its 
braking system s already meet govern­ 
ment standards. But GM said the 
suggested price on light trucks would 
increase $35 on Jan. I to cover the cost 
of improved seat belts. 
Americans Motors Corp. said no 
decision had been made yet on whether 
to raise prices. 
General Motors raised prices an 
average of $268 per car in September 
and AMG raised theirs an average of 
$190. 
Ford said base prices of its cars 
would go up an average 2.2 per cent. In 
addition to the base price increase, 
Ford said prices of optional auto 
equipment would rise an average 1.6 
per cent. 
It said prices for light trucks will 
increase an average of 2.8 per cent or 
$123.

would extend 1975 individual tax cuts 
into the new year is now in the hands of 
a conumttee that will prepare it for 
final delivery to President Ford, but 
there is little chance the measure will 
win Ford's approval. 


The members of the conference 
committee that will work out the final 
form of the bill have wide latitude in 
saying how income taxes should tx* 
cut, but they have no authority to tie 
the six-mon th, tax-cut extension to a 
spending ceiling that Ford

The House vote earlier this month 
was considerably closer, 257 to 168, but 
Democratic leaders have expressed 
confidence the two-thirds majority 
needed to override can be obtained 
The key test of Ford’s influence on 
the tax issue came when the Senate 
voted 66 to 27 against a Republican 
effort to tie the tax reduction for 1976 to 
a ceiling on federal spending for 1977.

vote, agreeing with D em ocratic 
leaders that to set such a spending 
ceiling so early would be unpractical 
and would represent abandonment of 
the newly enacted procedures under 
which Congress gave itself an ex­ 
panded role in developing the federal 
budget.

Danford acknowledged that in­ 
dustrial curtailment levels had been 
lowered beginning in December, but 
he said a long period of prolonged cold 
weather or changes in the company’s 
gas supply picture could reduce the 
amount of gas available for industry. 
“ Remember, too,” he cautioned, 
“ that the present level of industrial 
curtailment 
already 
anticipates 
a 
residential conservation effort. If we 
do not get the projected gas savings 
from our residential customers, we 
could have problems.” 
“ We feel, too, that it’s no more than 
fair 
that the residential customer 
should bear part of the burden of the 
natural gas shortage. Industry has 
made significant contributions to 
conservation already and still is being 
asked to do more. The residential 
customer can make a significant 
contribution, too, by setting his 
thermostat at 67 degrees or less; and 
this is one of the easiest and most ef­ 
fective measures he can take to con­ 
serve gas in his home.”

Whalen Urges 
Caution

DAYTON, Ohio (A P) — U.S. Rep. 
Charles W. Whalen, R-Ohio, cautions 
against expecting quick normalization 
of U.S.-Cuban relations, especially in 
the wake of reports that Fidel Castro is 
aiding anti-U.S. factions in Puerto 
Rico. 
Whalen says the Puerto Rico 
allegations and Cuban activity in 
Angola have set back normalization of 
relations at least three months. 
Whalen, who talked with the Cuban 
premier on a visit to Cuba last sum­ 
mer, said there has been no recent 
contact between the United States and 
Cuba toward normalization.

Ford had withheld his decision on

Duerk and the other members heard 
an update on the natural gas situation 
in Ohio, especially as it affects in­ 
dustries which were threatened with 
large scale layoffs if larger shortages, 
anticipated earlier, had materialized. 
The commission staff said generally 
that largely because of “ weather about 
IO per cent warmer than usual,” no 
significant layoffs now are expected 
this year. But it was stressed that the 
generally favorable result also is a 
result of allocation cut-backs, con­ 
servation, and belated announcements 
by natural gas companies of supplies 
greater than they had anticipated.

Brown Unveils Consumer Policy 


It would probably be easy to dismiss 
the present-day United Nations as 
little more than a nuisance — except 
for the fact that the United States pays 
25 per cent of the organization’s 
budget, and until recently, 30 per cent. 
Despite economic problems of our 
own, we are still the largest con­ 
tributor to this international body. Our 
assessment for 1975 was over $81 
million, or one-fourth of the total. The 
Soviet Union, next largest contributor, 
puts in only about 15 per cent of the 
total — when she pays. 
When affiliated and specialized 
agencies are taken into account, our 
total contribution for 1975 reaches 
about $175 million — not to mention the 
New York home we provide. 
Even without the insults and false 
accusations the United States has 
endured at the hands of some of its 
fellow U.N. members in recent years, 
our share of the tab has been far too 
large. 
The United Nations deserves most of 
the criticism it has received in this 
country. It has been largely inept in 
times of crisis, and its actions have 
time and again been marked by 
hypocrisy and a double standard. 
However, the hornets’ nest stirred 
up by the United Nations with its 
recent declaration that Zionism is a 
form of “racism” has brought the 
organization criticism from some 
unexpected sources. 
Certainly the resolution was an 
affront to that for which the United 
Nations supposedly stands. Yet, under 
the influence of Communist Bloc1 
countries and so-called Third World 
nations, the organization has con­ 
sistently failed to live up to its charter. 
Despite the world body’s long record 
as a sounding board for petty dictators 
to vent their wrath at the United 
States, liberal critics who are at­ 
tacking the U.N.’s Zionism declaration 
had been strangely silent until now. 
Suddenly, however, Congress has 
before it legislation that would have us 
withdraw from the General Assembly 
or sharply reduce our financial con­ 
tributions. 
There is probably little that we can 
do to reform the U.N., but we certainly 
do not have to underwrite its mistakes. 
We not only pay the most, we pay when 
payment is due. The list of free-loading 
members is no small one. Of the 134 
U.N. members, 92 are in arrears more 
than $200 million.

1946. Joseph Stalin demanded and 
received membership for two of the 
Soviet Union's republics — Byelo- 
Russia and the Ukraine — thus giving 
the Soviets three votes in the General 
Assembly to one for every other 
member state, including the United 
States. 
Today, the organization is largely in 
the hands of Soviet puppet states and a 
growing coalition of Communist- 
backed Third World nations and the 
Arab Bloc. Some of these nations are 
not 
as 
populous 
as 
a 
single 
congressional district in the United 
States. 
With the forces of terror, aggression 
and totalitarianism in the driver’s 
seat, the United Nations has obviously 
done little to promote peace in the 
world. 
It has in fact 
supported 
terrorists and refused to act against 
violence around the globe. 
While the organization has ignored 
the systematic violence practiced by 
the Soviets, Red China, Eastern 
European Communist states, and 
black African dictatorships, it has 
swiftly imposed 
sanctions against 
Rhodesia; expelled Nationalist China, 
a nation of 14 million people; and 
denied South Africa its seat in the 
General Assembly. 
On the one hand, the United Nations 
castigates Israel, and on the other, it 
welcomes the terrorist leader of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization and 
the ruthless dictator of Uganda — both 
of whom have contributed to the strife 
in the Middle East. 
It is past time that we reviewed our 
financial 
involvement 
in 
an 
organization, a majority of whose 
members are growingly hostile to 
America and American interests, 
wherever they may lie. 
Since its creation, the United 
Nations has spent more than $4.7 
billion American tax dollars. That 
investment, while never the most 
profitable, has soured considerably for 
the United States — and indeed, the 
world.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - In a 
continuing expansion of his sphere of 
influence in consumer affairs. Atty. 
Gen. William J. Brown is assigning 
lawyers to represent the public in­ 
terest before government decision­ 
making bodies. 


The new policy was unveiled late last 
month at a rule-making hearing called 
by the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio to consider enforcement of the 
new electric fuel adjustment law 
Michael J Szolosi, chief of the at­ 
torney 
general’s special 
litigation 
section, showed up as “a represen­ 
tative of the State of Ohio and its 
electric consuming citizens.” 
Three utility lawyers objected to 
Szolosi’s intervention because another 
assistant 
attorney 
general 
was 
representing PUCO. PUCO com­ 
missioner David Sweet overruled the 
objections and Szolosi proved to be a 
persistent questioner of utility wit­ 
nesses. 
“We’re definitely on solid ground.” 
Szolosi said of the new policy to 
represent consumer interests before 
state and federal, boards, agencies 
and commissions. 
Brown has joined with ll other state 
attorneys general in a federal lawsuit 
seeking to delay a 3 cent increase in 
first class postage stamps until the 
U.S. Postal Rate Commission “has 
heard all evidence.” The increase is 
planned for Dec. 28. but the rate 
hearings are not expected to be 
completed until next May, Brown said 
Szolosi readily admits that special 
litigation consumer lawyers may often 
be pitted against other assistant at­ 
torney generals but does not consider 
such an adversary relationship a 
problem, or even a new development 
“ T hat’s not an uncommon oc­ 
cupance because we represent so 
many clients,’’ he pointed out. 
Officially, the attorney general 
represents all branches of state 
government, including Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. State officials may ask Brown 
to appoint outside counsel to represent 
them in unusual cases, however. 
Szolosi, working with four other 
special litigation lawyers, insists that 
the new direction can bring positive 
results for consumers. 
“We hope we can make an impact. 
We can present witnesses with ex­ 
pertise com parable to what the 
utilities have and hopi* they will 
present alternatives for the com­ 
mission (PUCO) to consider.” 
In addition to keeping an eye on gas, 
electric and telephone 
rates, the 
special litigation section is “looking at 
a number of different agencies.” 
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Szolosi added. “We want to assess 
what is going on and selectively choose 
some good cases where we can effect 
regulatory procedures.” 
Earlier this year, the attorney 
general moved into territory which has 
l>een the province of the Commerce 
department’s Consumer 
Protection 
Division.

—From the First National City Bank 
survey, released today: “ Americans 
are growing more skeptical over the 
state of the economy with each passing 
day. 
“ Asked how long it will take for the 
economy to show some signs of im­ 
provement, 70.3 per cent in November 
said it will take anywhere up to three 
years. In October, 67.3 per cent felt 
that way." 
—University of Michigan Survey 
Research Center: 
“ American con­ 
sumers are in an unusually con­ 
servative and skittish mood, an im­ 
portant factor in the slowness of 
economic recovery.” 
Only ll per cent of the consumers 
interviewed in the latest 
survey, 
released Dec. IO, expected “ good 
tunes” during the next five years. 
—Fabian Linden, director of con­ 
sumer research, The Conference 
Board, a 
nonprofit 
research 
and 
educational 
organization 
supported 
largely by business, in releasing the 
board’s survey for October: 
“ Consumer spirits seem to have 


increases and the financial woes of 
New York, which are increasingly 
being regarded as a minidisaster.” 
Sindlinger & Co., the Media, Pa., 
marketing and opinion research firm, 
has been reporting a deterioration in 
consumer sentiment since early 
summer. 
The attitude of consumers cannot 
possibly be ignored, because even­ 
tually it gets translated into action or 
inaction. Their spending makes up a 
larger portion of the ONP than any

Iratest figures show that retail sales 
are climbing. In fact, for three straight

they 
have 
risen,

November sales were 14 per cent 
above those of last year. Spending is 
improving. 
However it is almost too easy to look 
at the immediate trend and overlook 
the trend in which that, in itself, exists. 
Viewed in a larger time context, sales 
are seen not to be expanding so much 
as they are recovering. 
That is, while November retail sales 
were 14 per cent above sales in the 
comparable month of 1974, it should be 
noted that the increase includes 7.6 per 
cent inflation, and that sales last year 
were heading to the bottom of a deep 
recession. 
Maybe Christmas will change the 
mood of the consumer, but some of the 
consumer analysts warn not to expect 
much. Mood, they say, is not subjec­ 
tive; it is based on a consumer’s own 
analysis of his financial condition. It 
doesn’t change overnight.

“ I feel very strongly that the Santa 
Claus experience should be handled 
with extreme care, and only by a 
person with an outgoing, very loving 
disposition,” says Mike, “ and such 
people are not always easy to find. I 
like to hire college students, because 
they tend to be more sympathetic 
toward children than actors, but it isn’t 
always possible.” A special events, 
Diamond himself turns into a Santa 
Claus - and loves the work, because 
he loves the youngsters. 
“ There are three phases in the 
meeting between Santa and a child. In 
the first phase, fright takes over the 
child and can have a lasting negative 
effect if it isn’t handled sensitively. I 
tell the trainees never to use loud 
voices or overt gestures during the 
first few seconds.

perience.” 
Increasingly, in the East, stores and 
organizations are accepting black and 
Spanish-speaking Santa Clauses — but 
in traditionally white neighborhoods 
and shopping centers, the owners still 
prefer whites. Says M ike:

children don’t know the difference. 
People don’t achieve the ability to be 
bigoted till they’re in their teens. But

But in reality, it has become unvogue 
to be fat today, and the public mind 
simply doesn’t see even Santa Claus as 
the same heavy figure it visualized IO 
years ago.”

they ever really believe in him all the 
way,” muses Diamond, “ but the age at 
which they strongly disbelieve is about 
nine.

They 
live out their lost fantasies through 
their children and, when I ’m being 
Santa, I understand that and try to 
treat the parent like the child. I say, 
And how about you, little Mother?’ 
She blushes and can’t express her 
feelings, much as you know she’d like 
to. I find that sad. . .”

My husband is in the hospital trying 
to recover from an operation. I say 
“trying” because he is exhausted from 
the constant stream of well-wishers 
who visit without asking first and who 
don’t know that a short visit is a 
considerate visit.

Dear Mrs. R.: 
Your letter must surely reflect the 
feelings of almost every hospitalized 
patient. Of course, it is the patient in 
the private room who suffers the most 
in this respect because visiting hours 
are so liberal that some patients 
barely have a “ breather” all day long. 
It is difficult to understand why most 
people seem to feel that the moment 
they hear that a friend is hospitalized 
they must dash to the bedside of the 
patient. 
Even before they ask the family the 
nature of the illness they ask, “ When 
can I come and visit?” Many times the 
family would like to say, “ When he 
comes home to recuperate.” But who 
dares offend the well-meaning friend? 
One patient told me that an earnest 
little man, a total stranger, walked 
into her hospital room, sat down and 
spent the afternoon. He left only when 
he realized she was not the patient he 
was “ assigned” to visit. He was the 
official “ bed-sitter” of a charitable 
organization. 
I agree with you. There should be 
some basic ground rules about hospital 
visiting. 
1. Never go to visit before talking to 
a member of the family. Make sure 
that the patient would really benefit by 
having visitors. If there is a doubt, be 
kind enough to stay away. 
2. Check on the best time to visit and 
the exact number of minutes it is 
advisable to stay. Remember that 
even five minutes can sometimes be 
too much. 
3. If there are other visitors when 
you arrive step out until the others 


leave. They will 
leave sooner if 
someone is waiting. 
4. Resist coaxing by the patient to 
“ stay a little longer.” Some patients 
will say this out of sheer politeness, no 
matter how much they like you. 
5. Be conscious of the strain on an ill 
or convalescing patient when they are 
thrust into the role of host or hostess. 
6. lf there are two visitors, both 
should sit at the same side of the bed. It 
is tiring for the patient to turn con­ 
stantly from one side to the other. 
7. Get your daily “ report” from a 
member of the family. Don’t phone the 
patient. 
8. Give some thought to the ad­ 
vantages to the patient of receiving a 
lovely note or card rather than an 
exhausting visit.

Truce In Lebanon 
Remains Shakey

lebanese security forces manned the 
hotels in Beirut’s downtown battle zone 
today, but the warring Moslems and 
Christians also remained in the high 
rise buildings, holding on to gun 
positions. 


The 15th cease-fire of l^ebanon’s 
eight-month-old civil war, which began 
to take effect Monday, called for both 
factions to withdraw from the seaside 
hotel district and let the security 
forces take over while an army strike 
force established a buffer zone bet­ 
ween Moslem and Christian neighbor­ 
hoods. 


Both the 
right-wing 
Christian 
Phalangists and the leftist Moslems 
pulled out only part of their gunmen, 
and both said they would not withdraw 
the rest until the other side did so. The 
result was joint occupation of the 
hotels and other strategic points, with 
gunmen alongside security forces. 
There was scattered gunfire also in 
several Beirut suburbs, and the 
government radio reported militiamen 
were maintaining barricades in the 
northern city of Tripoli and the town of 
Zahle, 35 miles east of the capital. But 
the cease-fire resulted in a marked 
reduction in the shooting, with only 
four dead and six wounded reported 
for Monday. 
Some lebanese doubted the truce 
would last long because there was no 
indication yet of Christian willingness 
to satisfy any of the Moslem demands. 
“ The Lebanese Form ula is in 
danger, and we have nearly exhausted 
the solutions,” said Pierre Gemayel, 
head of the Phalange party. 
The formula is an unwritten 1943 
agreement, concluded when the 
(Tiristians were in the majority, that 
gave them the presidency and a 
majority in parliament and the officer 
corps of the armed 
forces.

Christians also got control of the 
economy,

Now the Moslems are in the majority 
and are fighting to end the Christians’ 
advantage. They also demand that the 
government give full support to the 
Palestinian fight against Israel.

When the state required that a 16- 
year-old had to have driver’s training 
before obtaining a permanent driver's 
permit, 
numerous 
driving 
schools 
were established everywhere. 
But one that has lasted as a reliable 
and professional business is the 
Interstate Driving School with office 
headquarters in Chillicothe and ser­ 
ving Central and Southern Ohio. 
Organized on Feb. 2, 1969, by Hay 
Montgomery as the lone instructor, the 
school has grown to employing three 
full-time and four part-time in­ 
structors. 
Montgomery 
is now’ the owner- 
operator and class-room instructor. 
The school, since opening, has had 
approximately 
3000 students 
go 
through its doors. A large percentage 
of those students have been Pickaway 
County students. The school did 
operate a classroom in Circleville, but 
has closed its doors during the winter 
months, with students attending the 
Chillicothe school. 
The instructors enjoy the work they 
perform. They are trained for their 
work and retrained every year, in 
accordance with state law’. The in­ 
structor takes a state exam the first 
year and 40 hours training service with 
an individual who has had college 
driver education. They are relicensed 
every year by the State Department of 
Highway Safety, who inspects the 
school and makes sure it continues to 
give good service and training to the 
public. 
At Interstate, the training programs 


are developed around the students, 
who to Montgomery are the most 
important product. The classroom and 
driving schedules are set to the con­ 
venience of the student. 
The law mandates that a student, 
under 18-years- old must have 16 hours 
of training, eight hours classroom and 
eight 
hours 
of 
driving; 
and 
a 
minumum of eight hours training, four 
hours classroom and four hours 
driving, for adults who have never- 
driven. 
The student can begin classroom 
studies during any of the four two-hour 
sessions held each week 
The school also offers refresher 
courses to adults. Adults who have 
driven and for some reason need to 
renew their license or refresh their 
driving habits are encouraged to take 
the 16-hour course, but the school will 
tailor to the needs of the student. 
"Teaching driving is indeed a 
profession which is to be exalted,” 
states Montgomery, "because of its 
constant effort to improve the safety of 
automobile 
travel. 
Our 
school 
in 
particular 
has 
established 
high 
standards in the industry such as the 
quality 
of teaching, 
the 
personal 
service, the integrity of our purpose 
and the responsibility we have to the 
public.” 
Once a student has completed the 
course, the school presents him or her 
with a certificate of completion stating 
that he has completed the required 
training to enable him to obtain a 
driver’s permit.

- The elections in Australia and New 
Zealand which voted the laborites out 
and conservative parties in.

To W in Back 
Federal Job 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P) A special 
agent, dismissed by the Treasury 
Department’s Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms Bureau, has filed suit here to 
try to win his job back. 
Casper C. Gibson lodged the civil 
action Monday in U.S. District Court 
against the U.S. government, the 
agency’s 
director, 
the 
U.S. 
Civil 
Service Commission and the Postal 
Service. 
Gibson’s suit contends that Gibson 
and another AT&F agent, Je rry 
Johnston, got into a heated argument 
over a job transfer that wound up in 
gunfire. The suit says Johnston drew 
his gun and Gibson grabbed for it in 
self-defense. Seven shots were fired. 
A grand jury cleared Gibson of any 
wrongdoing in November, 1974, but on 
April 8, 1975, he was told he was being 
removed from his job. 
The Civil Service Commission or­ 
dered his reinstatement, the suit says, 
but the bureau “ did not carry out that 
order. Instead it informed Gibson that 
if he sought to enforce the civil service 
order he would be returned to active 
duty, but would immediately (on his 
first day back) be removed from ac­ 
tive duty...” 
The suit also alleged that Johnston 
and other AF&T agents were involved 
in an unlawful chain letter scheme 
which used $25 government bonds and 
circulated in the Dayton area. 


Farm Bureau Raps 
Picketing Bill 


D ES PLA IN ES, IU. (A P) — The 
American Farm Bureau has come out 
strongly against federal legislation to 
legalize secondary boycotts at con­ 
struction sites. 
The Farm Bureau, nation’s largest 
general farm organization, urged 
President Ford to veto the Common 
Sites picketing bill. It was passed by 
both the House and Senate last week. 
In a telegram Monday to Ford, the 
organization’s board of directors said 
the bill would increase construction 
costs and create monopoly situations 
at construction sites by forcing con­ 
struction workers to join labor unions.

At the same time, however, he 
refused to rule out the possibility that 
he would accept the Republican vice 
presidential nomination if it were 
offered. 


Bush also told the* panel that he could 
not rule out future CIA support for 
foreign m ilitary coups. 


Intelligence committee Chairman 
Frank Church, IMdaho. who has his 
own political ambitions, said he did not 
consider the Bush statement to be “ a 
sufficient disavowal.” 
Church, who is considering trying 
for the Dem ocratic presidential 
nomination, is scheduled to testify 
against Bush’s confirmation today as 
the panel holds a second day of 
hearings on President Ford’s nominee 


to replace William E. Colby as CIA 
director. 
“ I think his position would be 
hopelessly compromised as director of 
the CIA if the President were able to 
dangle the vice presidency in front of 
him,” Church said. 
Of IO committee members present 
for Monday’s hearing, only Sen. 
Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., expressed 
outright opposition to Bush. A man 
with Bush’s background as chairman 
of the Republican party is “ not a good 
choice for this position at this time,” 
I/cahy said. 
Bush, who has been

rep­ 
resentative in Peking, told the com­ 
mittee 
he 
viewed 
his 
political 
background as an asset. “ Some of the 
difficulties the CIA has encountered 
might have been avoided if more po­ 
litical judgment had been brought to 
bear,” he said.
